One of the major decisions to-be

What had they done to offend the Rus- 


sians? The two cyclists said Soviet authori- 
ties thought they were spies. The basis for 
this suspicion was the fact that the lads had 
Innocently ventured into the Russian zone 
on their sight-seeing trip, "We did not 
aroalize how serious this was," said one. 


This wns a compwaUvcly mild instance of 


a practice that goes on all the time along 
the border between the Soviet and the west- 
ern zones of Germany. A more striking ex- 
ample came to U. S. notice a few weeks ago 
when an American soldier was released by 
the Russians after long imprisonment. 


What had been Ms offense? He boarded 


the wrong street car in Berlin. It took him 
Into the Soviet sector of the city, where he 
had no desire to go. Whereupon he was 
arrested as a spy suspect. 


The young G.I, told American authorities 


that in an effort to force a "confession" from 
him the Russians beat him brutally a num- 
ber o! times and gave him the "water treat- 
ment," 


This last Is a little something dreamed 


up by our eastern friends to induce a certain 
humility in persons who are being grilled. 
The prisoner is made to stand for 24 hours 
In a room filled with water to a height above 
his knees. 


As we have suggested, Incidents of this 


sort are rather commonplace. The only rea- 
ton for taking note of them is to remind 
Americans here at home what the Russians 
are really doing. 


Mow that the United Nations Is meeting 


again in New York, Soviet Foreign Minis- 
ter Vishlnsky has his handy propaganda 
sounding board against which he can shout 
the evils of "svar»mongering" Americans and 
British and proclaim the virtues of his 
native people,

fected might but did not "always, affect the entiri 
side of the head and face. 
When the jrtexus or ganglion (nerve group) is 
distributed by Infection or by other causci inciud 
ing emotion, injury, chilling, there are paroxysms 
(severe sudden attacks) of unbearable pain which 
fortunately last only a s,ccond or two. A dull pain Is 
Blwuys, present and the severe attack of pain may 
occur from such simple acts as eating, talking, 
washing the face, cold winds. 
In tho "Canadian Medical Association journal, 
Dr, D Naldrett White, Kingston, states tha,t in his 
opinion many cases with symptoms of trigeminal 
neuttklgia lire tiue to emotional disturbances, and 
s,uch tasos should not be ticuted as are cases of 
true tvltaciftl ncutalgia (tic douloureux), that is by 
injections of alcohol or surgical operation 
In tho treatment of this disease, many forms of 
tieatmcnt have been and are being tried, but only 
two are of any repute. 'No drugs are effective 
against pain of this severity and these patients ui'« 
notoriously resistant to opiates which relievo the 
pain " 
Tho two reputable forms of treatment ore (a) 
the surgical removal of the part of the root ttnna- 
mtUlng the pain and (b) the injection of alcohol 
into the nerve piexus or ganglion from which iwsue 
tho nerves supplying the outer tissues of the face, 
Dr. White, while admitting that surgery gives 
excellent icsults when performed by a skilled neive 
surgeon, greatly favors the injections of alcohol 
because no elaborate siugtcal equipment is necci- 
MU'y and the patient is grateful tor "some" feeling 
loft in his face after treatment by injections 
Despite its simplicity as compared to surgical 
operations, however, the injections should only be 
used after considerable preparatory work by the 
physician ns alcohol improperly injected can do 
great harm.

Supply for Bungalow Colony 


Advising counsel for parties to 


"bury the hatchet" and 'settle 
their grievances, Justice William 
Murray 
on Friday ^at 
sp9cial 


term took papers and reserved de- 
cision on a motion for temporary 
injunction in a dispute between 
Barney and Yetta Halprin, plain- 
tiffs, against Esther Myeroff, de- 
fendant, of Granite, which in- 
volves the supplying of water lo 
a bungalow colony of plaintiff by 
the defendant. 


In 1948 an agreement was en- 
tered, into between the parties 
that the plaintiff should he sup- 
plied with drinking walei' from 
the defendant's source. Plaintiff 
operates a bungalow or rooming 
colony on a portion of the lands 
which were once a part of the de- 
fendant's hotel property. 


The plaintiff alleges that dur- 
ing the past summer this agree- 
ment has not been kept and that 
the bungalow colony actoss tho 
road from the hotel property hns 
been without1 adequate water, so 
much so that many guests can- 
celled contracts, others' left be- 
fore the season was over white 
others refused tv pay for use of 
the rooms because of lack of wa- 
ter. The plaintiff claims the de- 
fendant kept the water pressure 
so low even when the water was 
not entirely off that the service 
was inadequate and that the sup- 
ply was shut off at times by a 
valve. In addition, il. is alleged, 
the plaintiff has right to use wa- 
ter afler the summer season by 
entering 
upon 
the defendant's 
property and operating the water 
system. Plaintiff claims he has 
been denied entrance on the de- 
fendant's property. 
There is a temporary injunc- 
tion in effect and Arthur Ewig, 
counsel for the plaintiffs Halprin, 


asked the injunction be continued 
pending trial ol Die action. 


William Kaercher, counsel for 
defendant, said the agreement was 
to supply water for 99 years from 
the detondflnt's- creek supply to 
the plaintiIts, 
That agreement 


was entered into when the plain- 
tiffs Halprin sold a portion of their 
land, and hotel to the defendants 
and tha plaintiffs built the new 
bungalow colony. It is the con- 
tention ot the defendants that in 
1948 the plaintiffs built a new wa- 
ter line and to avoid digging a 
ditch across the highway, ran the 
Jine over a longer route thus in- 
creasing friction and causing the 
plant to fall. 
Mr. Kaercher said 


the aim of the plaintiffs was lo 
.harass the defendants and fores 
his client to buy out the plaintiff's 
interest. 


Mechanical defects had resulted
